During the past several 'years a 


representative of the 
Texarkana 


Social Securiay Office has been 
calling at Hope on a regular sched- 
ule. 
These visits have been made 


by Otis A, Blackwood, field repre- 
feentathte>

During this time, through the co- 


operation of Teddy Jones, manager 
of the local Employment 
Office, 


Mr. Blackwood has been using the 
Employment Office as his 'meet- 
ing place. 
Eugene 
J. 
Riegler, 


manager of the Texarkana Social 
Security Office, has expressed his 
appreciation to Mr. Jones for his 
fine cooperation in providing this 
private space. This is in keeping 
with the- confidential nature of the 
social security records. 


Before the 1950 amendments to 


the Social Securiay Law, there was 
little activity during the Hope visits 
of the Social Security representa- 
tive. However, when the self-era- 
ployed, regular farm workers and 
regular domestic workers 
were 


brought under 
the 
La'w, -things 


really began to hum. Also, the 
amendments made workers with as 
little as 18 months' work -tinder so- 
cial security eligible for benefits if 
they had retired and were over 65 
years of age. Workers over 75 who 
were fully insured could collect 
even though still working. 


Last Thursday Mr. Blackwood 


tallced with 30 people during the 
time he was at the Employment 
Office. 
Twelve persons had filed 


new claims, and two women had 
their names changed on their so- 
cial security cards because of mar- 
riage. One man who called had 
been using the wrong social se- 
curity number, some had brought 
in necessary proofs in connection 
with claims they had filed. Some 
who called lived in Blevins, Mc- 
Caskill, Washington, Emmet, and 
Fulton. Were it not for the Hope 
itinerant station, it would be nec- 
essary for everyone to go to Tex- 
arkana. 


Blackwood 
stated his records 


show that he had 775 contacts at 
the Hope station in the past year. 


According to recent estimates re- 


leased by Mr. Riegler, manager of 
the Texarkana Social Security of- 
fice, Hempstead countians are re- 
ceiving benefits amounting to $20,- 
000 each month. 


Social security has become an 


important part o'f the economy of 
Hempstead County. If the amend- 
ments proposed in a bill introduced 
at the opening of this session of 
Congress are enacted, farm op- 
erators and 
professional groups 


now excluded will be brought under 
the Law. Since Hempstead County 
is primarily an agricultural section, 
the proposed changes will cause a 
still greater activity of the Hope 
Social Security station. 


Funeral directors of Hempstead 


County, also attorneys, service or- 
ganizations and 
public 
officials 


have all cooperated in advisjng per- 
sons to contact the Social Security 
office.

The dispute got so tangled in

human intentions and the fallibil- 
ity of senators and presidents yet 
unborn that no one could 
claim 


with unassailable assurance 
to 


know tne answer. 


President Eisenhower started the 


Bricker amendment bleeding from 
all pores when he publicly said he 
was unalterably opposed to it. That 
chilled the ardor of some of Brick 
er's supporters in tne Senate. 


Eisenhower protested the Brick- 


er amendment would tie him and 
this country's conduct of foreign 
affairs in knots. But he said he 
would not oppose some other kind 
of amendment, provided it 
met 


with his approval. 


The Eisenhower position 
was 


enough to split Senate Republicans 
into those who still stuck with the 
Ohioan and tho.se who would do 
whatever the Prosidem wished. 


Then Sen. George (DGa) came 


up with an am -ndmont of his own.

To bring order out of chaos, 


senhower's chief lieutenant in the 
Senat?, Republican Leader Know- 
land of California, tried with the 
help of rome other top Republicans 
to work out a compromise amend 
ment to suit everyone, or nearly 
everyone. 


But after weeks of trying that 


effort is still fruitless.
